and  under  the  conditions  therein  set  out,  incorpo¬ 
rate  as  a  village  municipality  any  area  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  which  is  not  included 
within  the  limits  of  any  municipality: 

And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  addressed  to 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  by  persons 
resident  within  the  area  described  as  follows: 
Commencing  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  5  of 
Lot  203,  Lillooet  District,  as  shown  on  Plan  7619, 
on  file  in  the  Land  Registry  Office,  Kamloops; 
thence  westerly  along  the  southerly  boundaries  of 
Lots  5.  6.  7,  8,  and  9  of  Lot  203  of  said  Plan  7619 
to  the  south-west  corner  of  said  Lot  9;  thence  due 
west  to  the  westerly  limit  of  the  right-of-way  of 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  as  shown  on 
Registered  Plan  A  20;  thence  in  a  general  north¬ 
erly  direction  along  the  said  westerly  limit  of  the 
right-of-way  as  shown  on  Plan  A  20  to  the  north¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  south-west  quarter  of  said 
Lot  203;  thence  westerly  along  the  said  northerly 
boundary  of  the  South-west  Quarter  of  Lot  203  to

4  of  Lot  203,  Plan  5957,  to  the  south-west  corner 
thereof;  thence  southerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  Lot  4  of  Lot  203  of  aforesaid 
Plan  7619;  thence  southerly  along  the  easterly 
boundary  of  said  Lot  4  of  Lot  203,  Plan  7619,  to 
the  south-east  corner  thereof;  thence  southerly  in 
a  straight  line  to  the  north-east  corner  of  aforesaid 
Lot  5  of  Lot  203,  Plan  7619,  and  continuing 
southerly  along  the  easterly  boundary  of  said  Lot 

5  of  Lot  203,  Plan  7619,  to  the  south-east  corner 
thereof,  being  the  point  of  commencement,  con¬ 
taining  by  admeasurement  301  acres  of  land,  more 
or  less,  praying  that  the  inhabitants  of  such  area 
may  be  incorporated  as  a  village  municipality: 

And  whereas  the  said  area  is  not  now  included 
within  the  limits  of  any  municipality: 

And  whereas  the  petition  was  sufficiently  signed 
and  verified  to  satisfy  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  that  a  majority  of  the  adult  resident  non¬ 
property  owners  and  a  majority  of  the  adult  resi¬ 
dent  owners  of  property  within  the  area  desire  the 
incorporation  of  the  village  municipality: 

And  whereas  the  Honourable  Frank  Mackenzie 
Ross,  C.M.G.,  M.C.,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers 
and  authorities  conferred  on  him  in  that  behalf 
enabling,  hath  ordered  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
area  hereinbefore  described  shall  be  incorporated 
as  a  village  municipality  under  the  said  Act,  and 
hath  further  made  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect 
hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
order  and  proclaim  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  area 
hereinbefore  described  shall,  on,  from,  and  after 
the  date  hereof,  be  incorporated  as  a  village  mu¬ 
nicipality  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act  ”  and  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or 
referred  to: — 

1.  The  municipality  shall  be  called  and  known 
by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Corporation  of  the 
Village  of  Pemberton  ”  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  “  village  municipality”). 

2.  The  village  municipality  shall  comprise  all 
that  area  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

3.  The  provisions  of  the  “  Village  Municipalities 
Act  ”  shall,  except  as  varied  by  the  terms  of  these 
Letters  Patent,  apply  to  the  village  municipality. 

4.  For  the  year  1956  the  revenue  of  the  village 
municipality  shall  include  the  sum  paid  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  5  of  these  Letters  Patent. 
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5.  There  shall  be  paid  from  Consolidated 
Revenue  to  the  village  municipality  an  amount 
equal  to  one-half  of  the  taxes  levied  under  the 
“  Taxation  Act  ”  for  the  year  1956  upon  the  real 
property  within  the  said  village  municipality.  Pay¬ 
ment  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  is  practicable  after 
such  sum  has  been  ascertained. 

6.  Frank  Carrachelo,  Frederick  B.  Menzel,  Rob¬ 
ert  Henry  Elliott  Taylor,  Wendell  Coverdale  Wat¬ 
son,  and  Warren  Rawding  Taillefer  are  hereby 
appointed  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  village 
municipality,  and  they  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  have  been  elected  at  the  first  annual 
election  in  the  month  of  December,  1956,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  Schedule  to  the  “  Village 
Municipalities  Act,”  and  the  election  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  thereafter  shall  be  as  provided  in  the  said 
Schedule. 

7.  The  Commissioners  hereby  appointed  shall 
make  due  preparation  for  the  holding  of  the  first 
annual  election,  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1956,  as  provided  in  the  Schedule  to  the  said 
Act. 

8.  The  assessment  roll  for  the  year  1957  shall 
be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  12  of  the  “Village  Municipalities  Act.” 

9.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  December,  1956,  to 
incur  liabilities  by  borrowing  money,  or  otherwise, 
not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the 
business  of  the  village  municipality  until  the 
revenues  for  1956  are  available  for  that  purpose, 
and  any  liability  so  incurred  shall  be  repaid  out 
of  the  revenue  for  the  year  1956.

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  1918,  approved  July  27th,  1956,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  amend  the  “  Hatchery  Approval 
Regulations,”  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Poultry  and 
Poultry  Products  Act  ”  by  Order  in  Council  No. 
1927,  dated  the  17th  day  of  August,  1946,  as 
amended,  by  striking  out  Regulation  21  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“21.  Flocks  may  qualify  as  approved  flocks  and 
as  sources  of  supply  of  eggs  for  incubation  in  an 
approved  hatchery  in  accordance  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  rules: — 

“(1)  An  application  for  flock  approval  on  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  Minister  shall  be  completed 
by  the  flock-owner  and  forwarded  to  the  Poultry 
Branch,  British  Columbia  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  70  Eighth  Street,  New  Westminster,  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  inspection  date 
indicated  on  the  application. 
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“(2)  No  application  for  flock  approval  of  a  flock 
consisting  of  less  than  100  females  will  be  accepted. 

“(3)  The  flock-owner  shall  pay  a  minimum  fee 
of  $6  for  the  approval  of  any  flock  of  200  birds  or 
less  and  a  fee  of  3  cents  for  each  bird  approved  in 
excess  of  200. 

“(4)  The  flock-owner,  or  his  agent,  shall  pay  all 
charges  made  under  these  regulations  to  the  Inspec¬ 
tor  upon  completion  of  the  approval  of  the  flock. 
In  the  event  that  the  entire  flock  is  not  approved 
at  one  time,  payment  shall  be  made  for  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  work  completed. 

“(5)  Poultry  of  standard  breeds  and  varieties, 
free  from  standard  disqualifications  and  typical  of 
the  breed,  may  be  entered.  Synthetic  breeds,  and 
strain,  and  breed  crosses  may  be  entered  and  banded 
only  on  the  basis  of  health,  vigour,  and  freedom 
from  anatomical  defects  which  are  detrimental  to 
the  production  characteristics  of  the  birds.  Fe¬ 
males  intended  for  commercial  production  only 
will  be  banded  with  red  bands. 

"(6)  On  the  first  inspection,  birds  accepted 
under  the  flock  approval  policy  will  be  banded  by 
the  Provincial  Inspector  with  a  sealed  leg-band. 
Birds  not  accepted  under  the  policy  must  be  re¬ 
moved  at  the  time  of  inspection  and  disposed  of 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector. 

“(7)  All  flocks  will  be  subject  to  unannounced 
reinspection,  and  on  each  and  every  visit  the  In¬ 
spector  shall  have  access  to  all  poultry  flocks, 
premises,  and  records  of  the  flock-owner.  During 
the  period  the  flock  is  under  the  flock  approval 
policy,  sanitary  conditions  of  poultry  houses  and 
premises  and  the  general  health  of  flock  shall  be 
maintained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister. 

“(8)  Pullorum  testing  of  approved  flocks  will  be 
supervised  by  an  Inspector. 

“(9)  Any  flock  having  one  per  cent  (1%)  or 
more  reactors  shall  be  subject  to  further  tests  until 
the  percentage  of  reactors  is  reduced  to  zero  per 
cent  (0%).  Retest  will  not  be  made  until  thirty 
days  after  initial  test  has  been  completed. 

“( 10)  Any  flock  showing  more  than  five  per  cent 
(5%)  reactors  on  the  first  official  test  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  flock  approval  for  the  current  hatching 
season. 

“(11)  Where  two  or  more  breeds  are  kept  dis¬ 
tinctly  separate  on  the  premises,  each  breed  shall 
constitute  a  flock,  and  each  flock  shall  have  less 
than  one  per  cent  (1%)  reactors  to  pullorum. 

“(12)  Birds  shall  not  be  tested  for  pullorum 
disease  until  egg  production  has  reached  twenty-five 
per  cent  (25%).  All  reactors  must  be  disposed  of 
for  slaughter. 

“(13)  Only  birds  approved  under  the  flock  ap¬ 
proval  policy  shall  be  mated,  and  they  shall  be 
housed  or  penned  separately  from  any  other  flock 
on  the  same  premises.  All  birds  on  the  premises, 
except  water-fowl,  must  be  tested  annually  for 
pollorum  disease. 

“(14)  In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  contagious 
disease,  the  Provincial  Poultry  Commissioner  shall 
be  notified  at  once,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Minister  such  action  is  deemed  advisable,  the  flock 
shall  be  placed  under  quarantine,  and  any  neces¬ 
sary  cleansing  and  disinfecting  shall  be  carried  out. 

“(15)  No  hatching-eggs,  baby  chicks,  or  breed¬ 
ing  stock  shall  be  sold  from  an  approved  flock 
while  it  is  under  quarantine. 

“(16)  A  certificate  of  acceptance  shall  be  issued 
by  the  Provincial  Poultry  Commissioner  to  such 
flock-owners  as  comply  with  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  herein.  This  certificate  of  acceptance  shall 
be  valid  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance. 

“(17)  Owners  of  approved  flocks  shall  keep  such 
records  as  may  be  required,  and  shall  give  their 
fullest  co-operation  to  the  Inspectors  in  carrying 
out  the  work.  Failure  to  observe  the  rules  and 
regulations  herein  set  forth  shall  constitute  cause 
for  cancellation  of  the  certificate  of  acceptance. 

“(18)  Any  owner  whose  flock  has  been  disquali¬ 
fied  and  his  entry  cancelled  for  failure  to  comply 
with  these  regulations  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
re-enter  his  flock  until  he  has  received  permission 
from  the  Minister. 

“(19)  In  the  event  of  any  question  arising  as  to 
the  application  of  these  regulations,  the  ruling  of 


a  person  appointed  by  the  Minister  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  shall  be  final.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private

SPECIAL  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE 
ISSUANCE  OF  CERTIFICATES  OF  PRO¬ 
FICIENCY  IN  THE  RADIO,  TELEVISION. 
AND  ELECTRONICS  TRADES. 

1.  In  these  regulations  the  expression  “radio, 
television,  and  electronics  trades  ”  means  the  repair 
and  maintenance  of  radio  and  electronic  apparatus 
using  vacuum  and  gas-filled  tubes,  thermistors,  or 
transistors,  or  such  work  that  is  usually  performed 
by  a  radio  electronic  technician. 

2.  (a)  The  fee  for  examination  in  the  radio, 
television,  and  electronics  trades  shall  be  $10. 

(b)  A  person  who  has  failed  to  pass  an  examina¬ 
tion  may  make  application  for  further  examinations 
on  the  subjects  in  which  he  failed.  The  fees  for 
such  further  examinations  shall  be:  Practical,  $2; 
Theory,  $2. 

3.  Every  person  who  submits  satisfactory  proof 
of  having  served  an  apprenticeship  in  the  radio, 
television,  or  electronics  trades,  or  having  com- 
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pleted  a  period  of  qualifying  time  of  at  least  eight 
thousand  hours,  and  has  passed  the  prescribed 
examination,  shall  be  issued  a  certificate  of  pro¬ 
ficiency. 

4.  Theoretical  and  practical  tests  shall  be  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Examining 
Board  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  examinations.
